St. Paul. Dec. 29.—Activity among 
the nine organizations affiliated with 
the switchm en under the American 
Federation of Labor is now confined 
it is reported, to canvassing the senti 
m ent of the employes and learning 
how many will go on a general strike 
should they be given the word by the 
railway departm ent of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
The departm ent 
is not expected to issue any such or 
der until it is found th at the mission 
of Chairman H. B. Perham to W ash 
ington, seeking to have the federal an 
thorities take a hand in the strike sit 
uation in the N orthwest, proves a fail 
ure. 
Word is expected from Mr. Perham 
by the other members of the railway 
departm ent Friday, but it is doubtful 
th at should his report be discourag 
ing, the departm ent will be prepared 
to take concerted action until some 
time next week. 
About 200 m achinists employed in 
St. Paul railway shops held a meeting 
The session was secret, but it was 
called for the special purpose of dis 
cussing the strike situation. 
While 
the men would say nothing about what 
had been done, a report w as in circula 
tion th at resolutions had been adopted 
which were extrem ely favorable to the 
switchmen. 
It was not said that the 
m achinists had decided to go on a 
strike, but the rum or was that they 
had put them selves on record that 
should the railway departm ent call on 
them to go out they would obey. 


Would Be Blow to Unions. 
W hile some of the affiliated orders 
m ight strike in sympathy, it is now 
said by labor leaders that the em­ 
ployes in general would go on a strike 
for self-protection. 
The railroads in 
this territory have won two strikes in 
four years, and the feeling among 
railroad organized labor is th at a de­ 
feat of the switchmen would be a se­ 
rious blow Jo th e .unions; it is there­ 


fore up to the affiliated orders to back 
up the switchmen to the limit. 
The opinion expressed by some la­ 
bor leaders is th at this is not a fight 
between the railroads in this territory 
and the switchmen, but the opening 
skirm ish between railroad unions and 
the American Railway association. 
Much interest is attached to the 
conference of railroad organizations 
called for Friday at W ashington. The 
American Federation of Labor is tak 
ing the leading part in it, it seems, but 
orders not affiliated will be represent­ 
ed, it is said. 
The labor loaders in St. 
Paul would r ot comment on the con­ 
ference.

OF THEIR 
LANDS 


Minnesota 
lr diana 
Declared to 
Be 
Paupers. 
Boston, Dec. 29.—In an address be­ 
fore the American Anthropological as­ 
sociation, Professor W arren K. Moore- 
head of Phillips Andover academy, 
said th at in March of this year he was 
sent by the departm ent of the interior 
at W ashington to N orthern Minnesota 
to study and report on the condition 
of the Ojibway Indians. 
“On arrival at W hite Earth reserva­ 
tion,” said Professoi Moorehead, “I 
found 
that 
the 
Indians 
had 
been 
robbed and swindled out of upwards 
of ^5,000,000 worth of property and 
th at they were today paupers as a re­ 
sult of the practices of thirty-seven in­ 
dividuals end firms in N orthern Min­ 
nesota. 
“It seems to me that the inspectors 
from W ashington spent too much time 
in the agency offices and not enough 
time among the Indians them selves.” 


ZELAYA STILL IS PRESIDENT 


Declare* That He Hae Not Relln* 
quished Office. 
Cordoba, Mex., Dec 29.—Jose San­ 
tos Zelaya declared that he is still 
president of Nicaragua, although he 
may never go back to that country to 
enjoy the privileges of the office. 
Madriz, he asserted, is only a pro­ 
visional president and th at he (Zela­ 
ya) has not relinquished the office. 
Zelaya denied th at be was a prison­ 
er in the hands of the Mexican officials 
in any sense of the word. 
He was 
asked w hether it was a fact, as re­ 
ported in a dispatch from Managua, 
that, in giving him refuge in this 
country, the Mexican governm ent ac­ 
cepted responsibility for his person, 
and in doing so looked upon him as a 
prisoner. 
He stated that such was 
not the case, and that he was free to 
go where he chose. 
Zelaya 
declared 
that ho 
favored 
friendly intervention on the part of 
the Mexican and United States gov­ 
ernm ents to the end that a consolida 
tion of ail the Central American re 
publics might be brought about. 
He said he believed Secretary Knox 
was not realizing the injustice of his 
attitude toward him (Zelaya), and de 
d ared he never understood why the 
secretary should have molested him. 
He might go to Belgium to live, he 
said. 
In any event, he would not re 
turn to N icaragua until peace be re 
stored.

Fatal

Dubois, Pa., Dec. 29.—Seven chil­ 
dren, ranging in age from two to 
twelve years, were burned to death 
here and three other persons were per­ 
haps fatally injured. 
The fire, fol­ 
lowed by an explosion of powder, de­ 
stroyed the house of Stephen Bronos- 
ky, a miner, at Sykesville, P^., near 
here. 
All the victims are foreigners. 
Six of the children were members 
of 
the 
Bronosky 
family 
and 
the 
seventh belonged to a boarder. 
Mr. 
and Mrs. Bronosky and the boarder 
jumped from an upstairs window and 
sustained serious injuries. 
The fire started from an overheated 
coal stove. 
The flames spread rapid 
ly and communicated with a keg of 
mine powder. 
The subsequent explo­ 
sion cut off all chance cf saving the 
children.

Searching parties have been working 
in the bush for the past few days and 
burning bodies. 
In the recent fight 
near Rama General E strada’s guard of 
honor, consisting of IOO of the best 
blood in Blueflelds, was alm ost wiped 
out of existence. 
The American surgeons v/ho took 
care of the wounded, labored for sev­ 
enty-two hours with scarcely a rest, 
their skill and the rapidity with which 
they performed the operations saving 
many lives. 
Form er Governor Lopez, who is a 
second cousin of ex President Zelaya. 
has been released from jail on his 
promise to join Estrada.

Jackson, Miss., Dec. 29.—Sought at 
one time by the federal authorities un­ 
der a $10,UGO rew ard for his capture, 
dead or alive, for his alleged conspir­ 
acy in the m urder of a president of 
the United States and now appointed 
as a member of the highest legislative 
body of that country, is the strange 
experience of Colonel Jam es Gordon 
of Okolona, who has been named by 
Governor Noel as successor to the late 
A. J. McLaurin. 
Mr. Gordon was one of several Cen 
federate leaders suspected of being in 
conspiracy with J. W ilkes Booth ta 
kill President Abraham Lincoln. 
During the earlier years of the wai 
Colonel Gordon had formed an inti 
m ate friendship with Booth and aftei 
the assassination of President Lincoln 
the reward of $10,000 was offered foi 
his capture. 
Colonel Gordon went tc 
Canada and it was several month* 
after the close of hostilities before he 
found it safe to return home. 
He took 
the oath of allegiance and returned tc 
his home in Chickasaw county, where 
he has since resided.

150 pounds of 
dynamite, which 
wrecked the upper workings of the 
mine. 
The men killed were:

Sullivan, 
foreman, 
fifty 
years old, married. 
Thomas Clegg, one of 
the Clegg 
family which owned the first mine in 
Southw estern Wisconsin. 
Charles Morton, forty-three 
years 
old, single. 
John Olberg, thirty-two years old. 
m arried. 
The men were just completing their 
work on the day shift and had taken 
their tools to the powder room in a 
drift near the top of the mine shaft. 
It is thought that they dropped a can 
while putting f.way the tools and pow­ 
der. 
Immediately 
after

explosion 
other m iners went into the pit left by 
the force of the explosion and the re 
mains of three bodies were found, but 
the fourth cannot be located. 
The three bodies found had not a 
vestige of clothing on and the flesh 
was so terribly torn it was impossible 
to identify any of the three.

Producer Is Not Enjoying His Full 


8hare of the 
Advance in 
Prices. 


Suspects That Middlemen Are Caus­ 
ing Most of the Trouble. 


W ashington, Dec. 29.—W hat is the 
average gross profit of retailers of 
articles of food? 
This question Secretary Wilson has 
propounded and he proposes to an­ 
swer it. 
He has started the forces of 
his departm ent at work collecting the 
necessary inform ation and as soon as 
he is satisfied th at he has obtained 
the faets he will m ake a report which 
will be given to the public. 
W hether 
the president will urge upon congress 
remedial legislation depends upon the 
outcome of the inquiry. 
There is a loud voice being raised 
in all sections of the country bewail­ 
ing the increase in the cost of living. 
Secretary Wilson has received a great 
mass of letters on the subject. 
He is 
aw are that there has been an increase 
in the cost, but he is not prepared to 
give tho cause 
In some instances his 
correspondents charge it up to the 
farmer, but 
the secretary promptly 
rallies to the defense of the producer. 
He feels certain th at the farm er is 
not enjoying ills full share of the ad- 
v .nee ii* prices. 
Middlemen Suspected. 
It is suspected by the secretary that 
the middlemen are causing most, ii 
not all. of the t r o u b le . 
The investiga­ 
tion which he d i r e c t e d into the cost 
of meats, made in fifty cities scat­ 
tered all over the I nked States, dem­ 
onstrated that the gross profits to the 
retailers of m eats reached tile enor­ 
mous average of 38 per cent ; that .s, 
the secretary eharges that he found \ 
that retailers in fifty cities sold to 
consumers m eats at prices averaging 
38 per cent higher than the price they 
paid the wholesalers for the meats. 
W hether it will be found that retail­ 
ers of food products insist upou such 
a wide margin, or a m argin unreason 
ably wide, In the problem which the 
secret ary has set out to solve. 
lf not the retailers, then who are 
respell • 11JI * 
for the marked advance 
in tho price cf e gs. butter and dairy 
products, in tho cost el flour, potatoes, 
fruits and vegetable ? 
The secretary promises that lie will 
have 
information 
to authoritatively 
place the responsibility where it be­ 
longs before he is through.

W ith a view to holding an annual 
exposition of national scope tho United 
States Agricultural and Industrial Ex­ 
position company lias been chartered, 
with a capitalization of $1,000,(MX) and 
general offices at H artford, Conn. E. 
Alexis Taylor, who conceived the idea. 
is director general of the proposed ex­ 
position. Mr. Taylor says h< has se­ 
cured the co-operation of the govern­ 
ors of thirty-eight states, who have 
permitted their names to be used as 
vice presidents for their respective 
commonwealths. The management now 
is looking for a suitable location. Sev­ 
eral cities, particularly in the west 
and southwest, have expressed a de­ 
sire to become the site of the national 
fair. The object is to give an annual 
exhibition of the products of the Unit­ 
ed States.

Every successful business man ai 
least once each year takes account of 
stock. 
He places a 
value 
on 
all 
goods in his store and thus is able t > 
tell accurately how much money lie 
has made, if any during the twelve 
months ju st passed. 
This should also be done by the 
farm er And the house holder. 
The 
farm er can find no time better, if as 
good, as the first of the year. 
This 
is true for several reasons. 
For one 
reason, the crops are all garnered and 
i .eir value can be determined to a 
certainty. 
Then, at this time, there 
is a lull in farm work and the farm ­ 
er has more time to list his property 
than at other times of the year. 
Such a list is of value for many 
reasons. 
First and foremost— a com­ 
parison from year to year w ill show 
whether the number and value of 
the stock has increased or decreased. 
It w ill also serve to show from which 
branches of the farm business the 
revenue comes. 
It w ill prove con­ 
venient when 
the 
assessor 
come 
around, for certainly the 
farmer, 
least of all, desires to avoid listing 
property. 
The need of an inventory 
is especially great where fire Insur­ 
ance is carried. 
And all should car­ 
ry this protection. 
If there is an In­ 
ventory of the machinery in the barn, 
of the harnesses, etc., then there is 
no chance for something to be left 
out, should the barn burn and it be 
necessary to prove a list of the con­ 
tents.

The taking of an inventory of the 
household effects should also be done 
at least once in each year. 
This is 
especially for the purpose of proving 
up loss in case of fire. 
This inven­ 
tory should not be kept in the house, 
but should be deposited elsewhere in 
a safe place. 
There is no place or 
better th an a safety deposit box in a 
bank vault. 
These boxes, which can 
bo leased for a small sum per year, 
are so arranged th at they can 
be 
opened only by the use of two keys, 
one of which is kept by the bank, 
thus giving protection 
from 
the 
possibility of some one getting pos­ 
session of another m an’s key and get­ 
ting into his safety deposit box, as 
each man is known and the bank has 
a record of his box number. 
All 
deeds, tax receipts and other 
im­ 


portant papers should be kept in such 
a safety deposit box unless their num ­ 
ber and importance will w arrant the 
purchase of a fire proof safe for the 
home. 
Such an inventory will save 
much delay, bother and loss in case 
of a fire in the home and should he 
made in every home every year. 
It 
is a small job after the first time, 
as in most homes It would in the 
main only bp necessary to revise and 
copy the list of the previous year, 
making alowance for depreciation and 
adding the list of new furniture, 
etc., purchased during the year.

TH E HORSE WON. 


A R i m 
W ith rn Locomotive When Rail­ 
roads Wort Now. 
In 1822 the first charier was obtain­ 
ed for a railroad Iii the United States. 
It was for a line from Philadelphia to 
a point on the Susquehanna river, but 
wus never built. 
Du the announce­ 
ment of the project some one asked 
one 
of 
the 
Baltimore 
newspapers. 
"Whnt is a railroad, anyhow:” 
Tho 
editor was forced to reply that he did 
not know, but that "perhaps some oth ­ 
er correspondent can tell.” 
Seven years later on the little w ood­ 
en track along the Lackawanna creek 
the first locom otive had its trial. 
T he 
experiment w as far from successful, 
and for a num ber of years afterw ard 
the trains on most of the railroads con ­ 
tinued to be drawn by horses. 
T he 
first locom otive on the Baltimore and 
Ohio had sails attached. 
So did the 
cars. 
These sails were hoisted w hen 
the wind w as In the right direction so 
as to help the locomotive. 
The rivalry 
between the railroads 
using 
locom otives and 
those 
using 
horses was very bitter. 
In August, 
1830, an nctual trial of speed was held 
between a horse aud one of the pioneer 
locomotives which did not result in 
favor of the locomotive. The rare w a s 
on tile Baltim ore and Ohio, the loco­ 
motive being one built by Peter Coop­ 
er, who also acted as engine driver. 
The horse, a gallant gray, was in the 
habit of pulling a car on a track paral­ 
lel to that used by the locomotive. 
At 
first the gray had the better of I I m* 
race, but w hen he was a quarter of a 
mile abend Mr. Cooper succeeded in 
getting up enough steam to pnss th e 
horse amid terrific applause. 
At that m om ent a band slipped from 
a pulley, and "though Mr. Cooper lac­ 
erated bis hands trying to replace it 
the engine stopped, the horse passed it 
and cume in the wiuuer.” 
As there w ere no brakes on the ear­ 
ly trains, they used to stop and to 
start with jo lts which threw the p as­ 
sengers across the car. 
The coupling 
was with chains, having two or three 
feet of slack, which the engine in 
starting took up with a series of fierce 
jerks. 
The shock on stopping w as 
even worse and “never failed to scud 
the passengers flying.” 
There w ere no whistles in the old 
days. 
Signals wese given by pushing 
up the valve on the dome by hand and 
letting the steam escape with a loud 
hissing uoise. 
On the New Castle and 
Frenchtown railroad when the signal 
was heard the slaves around the s t a ­ 
tion would rush to the arriving train. 
seize hold of it and pull back with all 
their might while the agent stuck a 
piece of wood through a wheel. 
There w ere so many collisions a n d 
explosions 
th a t some southern 
rail­ 
roads introduced what they called a 
barrier car betw een tin* locomotive a n d 
the passenger coaches of the train. 
This barrier e;ir consisted of a p la t­ 
form on w heels upon which were piled 
six bales of cotton, and it was claim ed 
it would safeg u ard the passengers iii 
two w ays—it would protect them from 
the blowing up of the locomotive a 
I 
would form a soft cushion upon win 
i 
the passengers could land in the ew 
of a collision.
